This infamous order was ruthlessly and 
savagely carried into effect,without discrim- 
ination and gi delay, in that inclement 
season of the year 
The Evansville Courier remarks, truly: Our 
Jewish fellow-citizens are proverbially 1n- 
dustrious, honest, and loyally attached to our 
Government and institutions.

the earnest condemnation of this House, and 
of the President and Commander-in-Chief.”’

THE county election yesterday resulted in 
the complete success of the Radical ticket, 
At the time of this writing we have not re- 
ceived the complete returns, but eaough is 
known to satisfy us that the Conservatives 
have not elected aman. This extraordinary 
result is explained chiefly in the fact that the 
Radical negroes took possession of ballot- 
boxes in several precincts, voted as often as 
they chose, and were fully sustained in every 
violent act by the police.

Fraud, violence and every species 
of corruption were freely employed to register 
a certain set of Radical blacks and whites 
who would stuff the ballot box, intimidate 
Cunservatives, and carry the election, regard- 
less of the means necessary to be employed. 
The previous registration had been declared 
null and yoid by King BROwWNLow, that a 
list might be prepared which would carry. 
The Radicals had it all in their own hands, 
and the Conservatives were compelled to 
enter an unequal and one-sided contest. To 
say that a real election was held yesterday, 
would be incorrect, for the people who pay 
taxes had no voice in it. The humiliating 
spectacle is presented of intelligence paying 
the taxes, while ignorance, prejudice and 
violence sit in power and places of former 
honor. A few colored Conservatives have 
- been true to the party, and their fidelity we 
~ hope will be suitably recognized. They have 
been persecuted, hunted down, beaten and 
shot at. For oneof them to have appeared 
at some of the yoting places yesterday, would 
have been the signal fora mob. We heard a 
drunken crowd at one place swear that no 
Conservative negro could vote there. They 
said the Government belonged to them and 
they intended to run it, In that they 
but echoed the sentiments of the Radical 
party, and the teachings of their leaders, 
who have drilled them in Loyal Leagues. 
The vote in the country was very small, and 
even if all Conservative, would not, perhaps, 
balance against the Radical majority of the 
city.
